Havana, May 19. — Gen. Wood says 
tLe report from_ Muneie. Ind., that 
nearly $2,000,000 worth of stamps 
have bxien printed there and sent for 
distribution to Culian post oftiees. can 
be regarded as a canard. There is 
nothing here to show thaf any such 
ponnlerfeit stamps have bees sent. It 
is believed now that the whole story 
is known and that the amount of the 
defalcations will fall between $100,000 
and 9l.:»,000. 

W. y. Reeves, deputy auditor of the 
island, has made a confession and 
gave up $4,500 which was given to him 
by Neely to perform certain services 
the day he left. Gen. Wood and the 
post office inspectors refuse to dis- 
close the nature of the confession, 
Idirely admitting that one has been 
made, but those who know the situa- 
tion best say that the confession of 
Reeves was the only link required in 
the chain of evidence, although the 
principal statements he has made will 
require investigation before they can 
be acted upon, as it is generally be- 
lieved that his accusation is of such 
start ling character as to render it un- 
wise to proceed before l>eing abso- 
lutely sure of other evidence to cor- 
roborate it. 

.\nother charge against Neely is 
that be has defrauded the customs 
out of several thousand dollars* 
w-orth of duties bj' importing nomi- 
nally for post use large quant ies of 
paf»er which was afterward sold to n 
printing house in Havana. 

TTie Cubans are now beginning tc 
talk a good deal regarding postal 
matters, the main idea apparently be- 
ing that the -\inericans. having found 
so Kfkany of their countrymen impli- 
cated, v-jll not proceed to extremities. 
The ('u>«auK do not believe that Neely 
will be extradited. With the eonfes- 
•Sons of Reeves and Rich supplement- 
ed by those of the stamp clerks and 
by the statements of the Haracoa 
postmaster, it is considered that the 
evi^ene* again.st Neely is complete, 
especially in view of the assertion of 
Reeves that the stamps were not de- 
stroyed when they were sup|x>sed to 
be. Packages which were apparently 
stamps were destroyed, bnt it is now 
said that these were so many bundles 
of paper bits. 

The newspapers now liegin to ask 
for an investigation of the engineer- 
ing department. They sa 3 ' that this 
department has been more extrava- 
gantly eonduete<l than the postal de- 
partment. 

Washington, Maj' 19. — .Vs there 
■seems to be no law to extradite Nee- 
ly, the alleged embezzler of the Cu- 
Imn postal funds, ('hairman Ray, of 
the judiciary eoinmittee, has intro- 
duced in the house an amendment to 
•e<-Tion 5,270 of the statutes, as fol- 
lows: 

“Provided, that w'henever anj' for- 
eign conntrt' or territory' or an\* part 
thereof ir under the control or tem- 
porary go.emment of the United 
States, and the United States, bj' act 
of congress or through its militari- 
power or otherwise, has established 
or authorized governmental control 
over the same, in whole or in part, 
any fierson who commits an offense 
and flees to the United States shall be 
surrendered to the authorities of the 
l*nited States and returned and sur- 
rendered to the authorities in control 
of such foreign country or territory 
for trial under the laws rc^-ognized 
and in fon'c in the place where such 
crime was committed.** 

With regard to the contention that 
the enactment of a law to extradite 
Neel\- would be retroactive. Judge 
Kay said: 

“As I understand the law. It is 
merely a question of procedure. Con- 
frress has the power to pass a law for 
the extradition of persons aci-used of 
crime in Cuba since Spain surren- 
dered sovereignty* and the United 
States assumed the government of the 
island. Such a law would not violate 
the theory of ex-post facto laws. It 
would not make a crime of anything 
aot an offense before the passage oi 
the law. It relates simply to proeed- 
are.**

RIOTING IN ll LOUIS. 



Strikers Quickly Dispersed by the 
Police When Called Upon. 



•No Steps Taken Looklntc Toward 

.\nuther Conference, and the 
Strike Is as Far From Set- 
Ali'iuent ns Ever. 

St. Loui.s, May 20. — The street rail- 
way strike situation Saturday was 
without material change so far as the 
number of cars in operation is con- 
cerne<i. The St. Louis Transit Co. 
.SiU unlay had in operation on 14 oi 
the 22 lines composing its .system 
about 150 cars. Before the strike the 
Transit Co. had 800 cars in opera .ion. 
It is declared by* street car officials 
that lack of protection of the street 
car lines is one cause for this condi- 
tion, and another cause assigned is 
that the comjiany* has not enough 
men with w’hich to operate more. 

Becau.se they* fear a collision with 
the participants in the parade Satur- 
day* afternoon, the management of 
the St. Louis Transit Co. decided not 
to run any* more cars on its lines 
after 12:. 10 o'clock Saturday. It is 
intimated that this order may extend 
over Sunday* also. 

St. I.ouis, May 20. — The house of 
delegates pass(*d the bill to revoke 
the franchises of the various street 
railway companies in St. Louis be- 
cause they* failed to run their cars 
in compliance with the terms of the 
city ordinances. 

St. Louis, May 21. — Cars were run 
Sunday on five of the lines of the St. 
Louis Tr-.in.eit Co. without any inter- 
ference from the strikers or their 
fricn»ls. The lines which were op- 
erateil were the Park, l.aclede, Del- 
mnr. Page and Spaulding avenue.s. No 
attempt was made to run the ears on 
.-<che<lule time. They were run out of 
the barns down to one end of the line 
and back again. Sometimes they made 
the round trip in about three-fourths 
of the usual time. Sometimes it took 
them nearly* twice as long. The offi- 
cials of the company paitl no atten- 
tion to that, however. Every* car that 
went out and came back unmarked 
was considered the net proceeds of a 
notable achievement, and its crew re- 
ceived greetings like those extended 
to an only* son on his return from a 
long and w*eary warfare. There was 
no outbreak of any kind during the 
day. Two riot calls were sent in to 
the police in the afternoon, but the 
riots were far from being the real 
thing. 

The first disturbance was begun by 
a iKilky horse who w*ent on an indi- 
\idual strike at the corner of 18th and 
Chestnut streets. -A large crowd gath- 
ered to watch the progress of the ar- 
gument lietween the animal and his 
driver, and when the horse finally 
con<*edAd the point at issue and pa.ssed 
on, 2,000 people were standing around 
the corner utterly* at a loss for amuse- 
ment. -As a substitute for the horse 
the crowd turned its attention to the 
crews of the Laclede avenue cars, 
which were passing every* few min- 
utes. They showered the crews with 
epithets and deluged them with ad- 
vice. .A riot call Avas sent to jK>lice 
headquarters, and Chief of Police 
Campl>ell, taking 20 men, hurried to 
the .s|>ot, told everybody* to “move 
on,” saw that they did “move on,” 
and riot No. 1 was over before it act- 
ually started. 

The second di.sturbance occurred a 
few minutes later on Washington av- 
enue, between 13th and 15th streets. 
A crowd of about 1,500 people lined 
both sides of the sti*eet for two 
squares and l>egan to jeer and hoot 
the train crew.s. The few policemen 
on duty 'were utterly* unable to handle 
the crow*d, and iinquestionably the 
crowd would have been moved to 
things more energetic than words if 
another riot call had not been turned 
in. Sergt, Bowen, at the h?ad of a 
dozen men, came quickly* to the spot, 
and within ten minutes he had cleared 
the street and restored quiet. 

ITie most serious riot of the day 
took place late in the evening at the 
intersection of Tenth street and 
Wa.shington avenue, in the course of 
w*hich W. H, Steinbiss, secretary of 
the National Building Trades council, 
was placed under arrest, but relea.sed 
later. A switch had been thrown at 
the street intersection, anti when a 
Bellefountain car loaded with passen- 
gers came along it was thrown on a 
dead wire and off the track as well, 
.•When the train crcAv .started to set 
things to rights they were greeted 
with showers of stones and compelled 
to abandon the work until a patrol 
wagon loaded with police officers ap- 
pearetl on the ground in response to 
a riot call. They* quickly* forced the 
crowd to disperse, making several ar- 
rests while so doing. 

President Mahan, of the Street Car 
Men’s a.ssociation, said that no steps 
had l)cen taken looking to a confer- 
ence betw*eeu the men and the com- 
pany, He was positive the men would 
Avin in the end. The Transit Co. 
claims to have a full complement of 
men. but this is denied by their own 
employes. 

Oecapied Varloa* Palpits. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 21. — The commis- 
sioners in attendance upon the gen- 
eral assembly of the Southern Presby- 
terian church occupied pulpits in the 
churches of the different denomina- 
tions .Sunday, not only in .Atlanta, but 
in several near-by tow*ns.

GRANT STATUE UNVEILED. 

It AVaa Presented to the Nation by the 
Grand Army of the Krpublic — I>ls- 
tliiXA>l*l*^*t Persona Prettent. 

Washington. May* 20. — The statue 
of Gen. Grant, presented by* the Grand 
.Vrmy of the Republic, to the nation, 
AA*aa nnveilefl in the great rotunda of 
♦he capitol Saturday, and elalrorate 
ceremonies commemoratiA*e of the 
event Avere held in the hall of repre- 
sentatives in the presence of a A*ast 
concourse of people, Avho included the 
AvidoAA*, daughter and descendants of 
the hero of .Appomatto.x, hundreds 
of his comrades in arms, the officers 
and committee of the ii. A. K., and 
many* persons distinguished in mili- 
tary, political and sfM.*ial circles. The 
statue of the pre-eminent of the union 
forces in the ciA*il Avar represents the 
contributions of thousands of his 
comrades of the (J. .V. K., none of 
Avhoni Avas ulloAAcd to subscrilie more 
than 15 cents, and is the result of a 
moA*ement started shortly* after Gen. 
(Jrant’s death at Mt, -McGregor, in 
July*, 1S85. 

It is the Avork of Franklin Simmons, 
an American sculptor. Of marble of 
heroic size, it stands on a granite 
pedestal emblazoned Avith a bronze 
seal of the G. A. K.. representing the 
grim old hero in the full uniform of 
a general equipjied for the field, Avith 
top hoots and gauntlets, his cloak 
over his left arm, and his right hand 
resting on the hilt of his sAA’ord. The 
counterfeits of statesmen, soldiers 
and pioneers in marble and bronze 
adorn the old house of representa- 
tives chamber of the capitol, noAV 
statuary* hall, but these are gifts of 
the individual states.. Grant’s statue 
AA*as tinApllod in the rotunda as lie- 
fitted the statue of one Avhose Aaliant 
service aaos for the vvhole nation. 
There it Avill remain Avith the statues 
of Jefferson, Hamilton and Lincoln, 
Avhich also are in the rotunda, an ex- 
ample and an inspiration to future 
generations. 

The hero of .\ppoinattox stands 
near the Avestern entrance, flunked on 
either side by* the famous paintings 
of the “Surrender of CornAvallis” and 
the “Surrender of Biirgoine.” 

The uiiAciling took place shortly 
before noon in the presence of Mrs. 
Grant, Mrs. Satoris, Miss Satoris, the 
officers of the (I. .A. R.. Speaker Hen- 
derson and Senator Frye,, president 
pro tern of the senate. 

The fact of the unveiling was kept 
secret, and only* a fcAV outsiders Avit- 
nessed it. There Avere no ceremonies. 
Miss .Satoris, attired in AA’hite, drcAV 
the lanyard that uncovered the 
statue. Mrs. Grant iiispectetl it crit- 
ically and smiled her approval. The 
party* then repairetl to the hall of 
the house, where the ceremonies oe- 
cnrretl. 

Washington, May* 20. — .At 2:30 p. m. 
Saturday the ceremony accepting the 
statues of Benton ami Blair from Mis- 
souri began, the other business of the 
senate being laid aside. 

UNION MEN IN JAIL. 

Tbe Word “Scab” Most Not Be I'aed 

DeclareN Jadice WilliantN. of tbe 
Federal Court. 

Little Rock, .Ark,, May 20. — In tne 
United States district court here 
John A. Williams imposed a jail sen- 
tence of six months upon Guy* Miller 
and -Vlden Hayes* for contempt of 
court and interfering Avith the non- 
union motormen Avho are employ*es of 
the court’s receiver, now operating 
the street car sy*stem. It Avas con- 
tended by* the defense that the mo- 
torman and conductor Avere not on 
duty* at the time, but the court hehl 
that it made no difference, and that 
the receiA-er’s employes, as such, are 
eutitletl to the protection of the eotirt 
at all times. The court further «le- 
clares that the terra “scab,” as applied 
to non-union employes Avho are under 
the court’s protection AA*as in itself 
A*ery near contempt, and must lie 
stopped. 

Porto K*co*4 Secretary of State. 

Washington, May -0. — Wm. H. 
Hunt, of Montana, has been selected 
to be secretary of state for the island 
of Porto Rico. Mr. Hunt Avas recently 
appointed agent for the United States 
government before the Chilean claims 
commission, a position which he A*a- 
cates to accept this last appointment. 
He is a son of the late Secretary* Hunt 
and a lawy*er of high standing in his 
own state. 

Explonlon of Firedamp. 

Clifton, W. Va., May* 20. — There Avas 
ft frightful explosion of firedamp at 
the Camden-Spilman mines here, by 
which Charles Varian Avas so badly 
injured that he died, and several 
others received slight injuries, pain- 
ful, but not fatal. The tipple and a 
lot of mine cars at the entrance w*ere 
demolishcil and sent pell-mell into a 
field. 

.ftt Oar Doors. 

San Francisco. May 20.— The board 
of health has adopted a resolution 
declaring that bubonic plague e.xista 
in San Francisco. The health author- 
ities say that while there are no liv- 
ing cases here, there have been six 
deaths during the past three months, 
and they haA*e decided to take precau- 
tions against the development and 
spread of the di.sease. 

Professor aud Student Dead. 

Ithaca, N. Y., May* ‘Jl. — Gardiner S. 
Williams, emeritus professor of sci- 
ence and art of teaching in Cornell 
university*, dietl of paralysis, aged 72 
years. Hiram W. Little, of Cleveland, 
a student, diet! of typhoid fever, aged 
23 years. 

Kinft Oscar May Abdicate. 

Stockholm, May 20. — .A rumor is 
abroad here in pro-Boer circles that 
King Oscar’s declaration of sympathy 
with Great Britain may cause him tt 
abdicate, as it has embittered bis yo 
latioDS Avith the cabinet.

Gen. Brabant Is Reported to Have 

Captared l.SOO Boers at Cloeolaa 
—The Boer Forces at Mafe- 
kinK Were Captured. 

London, May* 20. — The A\-hole British 
empire has been carried off its feet 
by* the dcaa’s of the relief of Mafeking. 
Even the demonstrations on Lady- 
smith day pale before the spontane- 
ous transports of delirium recorded 
in cablegrams from all parts of the 
Avorld Avhere floats the union jack. 
Overstrained feelings have found vent 
in an expression of heartfelt enthu- 
sia.sm, Avhich, starting from the vari- 
ous neAA*s centers, spread like prairie 
tire through the United Kingfdoni and 
the colonies, aud oojiverted eA*ery com- 
munity* into aggregations of shouting, 
cheering, singing, half-frantic, but 
for the most part orderly, humanity. 

London, May* 21. — Displayed in the 
most cospicuous style in the Daily 
E.xpress i.s the dominant Avar ucaa's of 
the morning: “We have the best rea- 

son for stating that in the last 2-1 
hours a telegram has been received at 
the foreign office addressed personally 
to the prime minister from President 
Kruger, projK>sing terms of peace. 
The exact terms of the mes.sage can 
not be stutetl. btit A\*e l>elieA*e it is 
couche<i in an exceedingly humble 
strain. 

“It is inconceiAable, of course, that 
Lord Salisbury* can haA*e sent any* re- 
)>Iy except the one that stands ready 
on the lip of every Briton — uncondi- 
tional surrender.” 

Details of the relief of Mafeking are 
still Avanting, the British military* au- 
thorities being Avithout dispatches. 
Lord Rol>erts Avires that he knows of 
the relief only through a press agen- 
cy*. Lord I.,an.s<loAA'ne, hoAAever, an- 
nounces that the Avar office expects 
direct iicaa's soon. 

The situation in the field has 
changed but little since Friday. Lord 
Roberts’ troops are in fine form and 
abundantly .supplied.^ Indications 
seem to point to an early movement. 
His cavalry*, riding OA*er .several hun- 
dred s<piare miles in a semi-circle be- 
yond Krooustad, have received the 
submission of hundreds of Free 
Staters. 

It noAv appears that the DcAA-et who 
offered to surrender Avith 1,000 men 
Avas not the Avell-known Gen. DcAAct, 
but Coinniandant Dewet. He stipu- 
lated that the men should be allowed 
to return to their farms. Lord Rob- 
erts replied that the surrender must 
b«* unconditional. 

Gen. Buller is in front of Laing’s 
Nek. he:dtating to attack positions of 
enormous nuturnl strength. The re- 
ports that the Boers have blown up 
l>ortions of the tunnel are confirmed. 
.Although everyAA’here else they* are re- 
ported as retiriug, outfronted. they 
have effect etl their retreats without 
losing iheir convoy.s or guns or pris- 
oners to any* extent. Were they dis- 
organized they* Avould strcAv the line 
of retreat Avith l>ootA. 

Gen. (’olville’s base is Winburg. 

The Botha Avho aaqs captured the 
other day* Avas Philip Botha. Those 
surrendering are .solemnly AA*arned 
that if they break the oath of neu- 
trality their houses AA*ill be burned 
and their farms coiitiseated. Such aa 
do, yield only for protection. 

The Daily Telegraph is advi.sed that 
a plot has been di.scover«*d at Preto- 
ria to depose President Kniger and to 
surrender the Transvaal during the 
present month. ProgressiA’e Dutch- 
men and members of the judiciary are 
a.s.serled *0 have been parties to the 
movement. 

A dispatch to the Ihiily* Mail from 
Lorenzo Marques, dated Sunday, says: 
“On Thurs<lay the entire Boer force 
around Mafeking, including the guns, 
was captured by the British.” 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Mcf|uatling's Nek, dated May 16, 
says: “Gen. Brabant is rejiorted to 

huA-e captured 1,.>00 Boers at Cloco- 
lan.” 

Robbed tbe Stroair Box. 

Kansas (’ity. Mo.. .May 21. — A lone 
highAvay*man entered the corridor of 
the Coates hotel, one of the leading 
hostelries here at 11:30 o’clo<*k lost 
night, and, forcing the strong box of 
the cigar stand, escaped. The box 
containeil diamonds valued at $1,200, 
$250 in gohl, eurreney and silver, and 
checks to the amount of $100. He 
held the night clerk and another em- 
ploye of the hotel off at the point of 
a revolA’er and escaped on a horse that 
he had tied to the curbing. 

Four Mea Hart In a Wreek. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 20.— .A bad 
wreck occurred near (lordonA'ille, 
AA'hen a fast passenger train on the 
Nashville & Knoxville collided with 
a construction train on Lick’s trestle. 
Four men A^ere serionsly injm*ed. 
Both engines Avere demolished and 
the tender of the passenger . engine 
and the mail and express cars tele- 
scoped. A number of passengers sus- 
tained injuries not of a serious char- 
acter.

Pittsburgh, Pa., May 21.— A car- 
riage containing four persons was 
struck by m trolley car in Elast Pitts- 
burgh. aud all four were badly hurt. 
Miss Mamie Best probably* fatally.

As some 5,000 men were at 
work on the line, their intimidation by 
two lions seems uImof?t incredible. Ye» 
ii is a fact that so dreadful was the 
pressure exercised by the constant at- 
tacks of this pair of man-destroying 
wild beasts, and so cumulat'ive the fear 
caused among the Indian laborers by 
the sight and sound of their comrades 
being carried off and devoured, that 
kundred.s of these industrious work- 
men, trained on similar duties under 
the «cr>ice of the government of India, 
abandoned their employment and pay, 
and, crying out that they agreed to 
work for wag^s, not to be food for lion.'^ 
or devils, rushed to the line us the 
trains for the coast were approaching, 
and, flinging them.selves acro.ss the 
metals, gave the engine drivers the 
choice either of pa.ssing over their 
bodies or of stopping to take them up 
and carry them back to Mombasa. 
Many of these were not timid Hin- 
doos. but .sturdy Sikhs. Yet the cir- 
cumstances were so unique, and the 
scenes witnes:sed from week to week 
so bloody and appalling, that their 
panic and desp«'raticn are no matter 
for surprise. Lord Salisbury under- 
stated the facts. 

Though the works were stopped for 
three weeks, the lions’ campaign last- 
ed, with intervals of quiel when one 
or the other had been wounded, from 
March till the end of Dt>ceiiiber. In 
this time they had killefl and ate 2a 
Indians, and it is believed at least twice 
this number of natives. Swahilis: and 
the like, besides wounding and attack- 
ing* others. They attacked white engi- 
neers, doctors, .soldiers and military of- 
ficers. Abyssinian askaris. sepo3's, bun- 
niahs, coolies and porters. Some they 
clawed, some the>’ devoured, some they 
carried off and left sticking in thorn 
fences because they could ivot ^rag 
them through. .\t first thej- were con- 
tented to take one man l>etwcen them. 
Before the end of their career they 
would take a man apiece on the same 
night, sometimes from the same but or 
campfire. The plain, unvarnished tile 
of this “prehistoric revival" of the po- 
sition originally held by man in the 
struggle for existence against rjivenous; 
beasts is set out at considerable length 
and detail in the Field of J'ebruary 11 
and February' 24 b^' Mr. J. II. Pattei'son, 
one of the engineers of the line, whot 
after months of effort and persona! 
risk, succeeded in breaking the sj>ell 
and killing both the lions, which the 
natives had come to regard as.J’devils;” 
that is. as equivalent to were-wolves, 
and guided b^' the local demons.

But don't be in aliurr^v. When 
that piano box shows up in Poughkeep- 
sie at the time it should lx* in Port- 
land, the Poughkeepsie agent does not 
uncase the instrument and give a ae- 
ries of i>ox car recitals for the next two 
months. You may think he does, but 
he doesn’t. Not a bit of it ! There is 
no welcome anywhere for the Wander- 
ing Willies of freightdom.

No matter how far from home 
a car is. it is alwav s in touch with the 
home office. If the car has bad bad 
luck and one of its trucks is sprained, 
tne home office knows about it and 
sends an order to have it placed in the 
aearest car hospital and doctored up 
ti vrcrjr.»»ig condition. The office knows 
iust what the vos '.e if it 

thinks its traveling e.xptnses are get- 
ting too big it shifts its route or calls 
It home. It Is onlj' once in awhile that 
p. car gels awa\* from the home office 
altogether, and when one does there 
is no sleep for anv onc till the runaway 
l.s found and started in the right direc- 
tion. 

.\fter you have listened to a freight 
agent’s description of the elaborate 
f»lans taken to look after freight you 
will marvel that a single package ever 
goes astrnv*.

*L;aen underwear for all seasons of 
the year” is a slogan which is bringing 
a host of followers to the standards 
of Father Kneipp and his other advo- 
cates of hv'gienic dress. Among the 
chief objections u.'ged against the 
wearing of woolen next to the skin is 
the fact that woolen catnnot be easily* 
sterilized. Linen or cotton can be 
boiled. Not so wool. Woolen *.iader- 
wear can only be sterilized bv* washing 
In naphtha or strong disinfectants, 
which is never done save by doctors 
whohave been attending infectious dis- 
ease. woolen garment will absorb 
germs much more readily* than linen 
or cotton as it hangs on the line in 
the process of driving. Wool next to 
the body is apt to be irritating to the 
'skin, as it is relaxing to the blood ves- 
sels. While it is true that wool is ab- 
sorbent, it is also a matter of fact that 
wool containing some oily substance 
has not the absorbent qualities of lifien 
or cotton. A person who wears wool 
next to his skin cannot have as clean 
a skin as a person who wears linen or 
cotton, sa.vs the Washington Star. 

Aspic, which forms .such a pretty 
garnish for cold lUeats and fowl, is 
now- quite as popular as a jellv' for lit- 
tle molds of salad. It is verj- inexpen- 
sive and can be readily made even bj’ 
the inexperienced cook. Soak half a 
box of gelatine in half a cupful of cold 
water for !10 minutes. Simmer gently 
together for the same length of time 
a pint of stock or consomme (or. if 
you lack the stock, half a teas;poonful 
of beef extract to pint of water), a 
teaspoonful onion juice, a bay leaf and 
a stalk of eelerv'. .\dd the gelatine, 
strain, sea.son with salt and pepjierand 
set awav' to cool. When stiff cut into 
blocks and use for garnishing. Tongue, 
^one'd turkey or chicken, birds or fish 
ma\- be molded in aspic, pouring the 
liquid jelly little bv- little about the 
article to be molded, and allowing each 
layer to harden. Keep the mold in a 
void place until readv' to serve. To re- 
move it, dip the mold quicklj* in warm 
(not hot) water, set the platter over 
ii, and invert the dish and mold to- 
gether. Lettuce or parsley make a 
prettv' foundation for the dish. 

A baked bean sandwich is the latest 
addition to the long and growing list 
of vegetable sandwiches. Brown bread, 
it is hardlv' necessary to say, furnishes 
the foundation for this delicacy, the 
filling consisting of baked beans 
• mashed slightly- and moistened with 
their ow n liquor. A few thin slices of 
raw- onion is thought by many to add 
additional zest to the tidbit. 

Other sandwiches which have recent- 
ly- bounded into favor in (lotham are 
still more suggestive of a plebeian ori- 
gin. Molasses sandwiches have a lib- 
eral filling of that sticky sweet beloved 
of childhood, while browm sugar sand- 
wiches have this sweet stuff thickly 
plastered in, the bread in both cases 
having an amount of butter on it. 
.Vnythiug .savoring of bohem'anism is 
quite .sure to be a success among the 
“.smart" set, and molasses ac*i brow-n 
sugar have carried the day byacclama- 
♦’on. 

Speaking of mola.sses, it is of ifterest 
to note that “Venice treacle." or mo- 
lasses. formed an important part of 
the dietary of Old Pnfr.’who iiyed to 
be 152y-ears old. The other comrstibles 
to which he clung quite as faithfully 
j were garlic and butter.

It im a Mintakr to Allow Little Folks 
to Coant Indiaerinlnately 
** tVhen Learalns. 

it is unwise to teach the child to run 
over the names of numbers without 
associating the names with any mean- 
ing. “He can count to five — to ten,” 
boasts some thoughtless parent, w-hen 
the baby tongue has repeated the 
string of one, two, three, etc. And but 
little more useful is the plan now fol- 
lowed of having baby count objecta, 
such as spools or pennies. All this, 
says Florence Hull Winterburn. in 
Woman's Home Companion, "is artifi- 
cial training, sure to disappoint our 
expectations in the end. For some day 
when baby is displaying his little ac- 
complishment he makes sad blunders. 
He puts five before two; leaves out four 
altogether; aud when questioned 
thinks three is more than six. and 
shows utter ignorance of any power 
of genuine counting. This is not at 
all surprising. The words one, two and 
so on mean absolutely nothing to him 
until there has grown up in his mind 
the sense of quantity. When he re- 
alizes the distinction between a little 
of a thing and more of it. between a 
tew objects and many of the same kind, 
he is beginning to grasp the great gen- 
eralization implied in the power of 
measurement. 11c must get an indef- 
inite sense of the difference between 
large mas.ses and small nias.ses, many 
objects and small objects, before he 
can at all comprehend that there arc 
cfetinite degrees of value. Intelligent 
children take pleasure in comparing 
one thing w-ith another. They love^ 
to measure and to weigh articles in 
miniature scales; they- continually 

note differences between objects, and 
although their distinctions are alway s 
crude and sometimes absurd, they- oc- 
ca.sionally- show- surprising sharpness 
in finding out contrasts. 

The faculty- of discerning differences 
is closely allied to what is called math- 
ematical faculty-. Yet how- many 

parents will applaud the child who 
shows readiness to repeat numbers, 
and frow ns down the “nonsense” of cu- 
riosity- as to relative weights and sizes, 
or the child who Insists on details!
